DECIDED BARGAINS 
IN MILLINERY 


The Baltimore News gives the follow- 


ing resume of Mr. Nawlands' speech in 
the House of l-Iepreaentatirea: 


Mr. Newlands of Nevada was the first 


speaker. 
He ia a man of medium 


height, reddish hair, blue eyes, smooth 
face, deliberate and impressive aa a 
speaker. He consumed two hours i i 
delivering a carefully prepared argu- 
ment against both the constitutionality 
and policy of the bill. 


Mr. Newlanda was heard with undi- 


vided attention and his remarks pro- 
duced a strong impression among the 
member?, for he ia known as an inde- 
pendent thinker and a clear-headed 
and progreesive statesman. 


Mr. Newlands stated the problem 


before Congress in these luminous 
terms: 


"As the result of a humanitarian war 


inaugurated, not for conquest, but to 
free Cuba from Spain's oppression, the 
United States finds iteelf in the quali- 
fied possession of Cuba, in the unquali- 
fied possession of Forto Kico, and in 
the disputed possession ot the Philip- 
pines. 
A.11 these islands are today un- 


der the military power of the United 
States Government Congress is now 
called upon to act, and the questions 
are: First—What duty and good mor- 
als require of us regarding these isl- 
ands? 
Second — What 
Belt-interest 


prompts us to do? Third—What our 
constitutional power is regarding these 
islands? 
Every phase of obligation, 


duty and right which could be present- 
ed to us by any conquest or cession of 
territory is presented to us in the three 
classes of acquisition thus secured." 


Mr, Newlands declared emphatically 


that no complications existed as to 
Porto Rico unless they were created by 
the maladministration of 
Congress. 


Ferto Bioo's area is small, he said, its 
people can be easily absorbed; they 
are ready and willing and eager to share 
with as the benefits and hardens of our 
Government, Their industrial compe 
tition, he insisted, would not be seri- 
ous, even though they are taken inside 
the tariff wall. 


Mr. Newlands stated it to be his be- 


lief that the dominant party was dis- 
posed to establish in Forto Bioo a 
territorial form of government and ex- 
tend to the island and its people our 


Constitution and laws, but, he declared' 
they feared that to do so would be .to 
establish a precedent that would con- 
trol our action when it came time <o 
deal permanently with the Philippines. 
Ia the case of Porto Rico, he said, we 
were dealing with an island near our 
own coast, easily governed, inhabited 
by a people who have evinced every 
disposition to be friendly, and to main- 
tain peaceful relations with us. The 
Philippines on the other hand, he said, 
emb~raoedln the archipelago some 1,700 
islands, 7,000 miles distant from our 
shores, inhabited by a diverse popula- 
tion, ranging from barbaroas to s&mi- 
oivilized tribes, speaking different lan- 
guages, having different 
habits and 


customs, many of them displaying a 
hostile feeling toward us, and all of 
them more or less intractable. 


Mr. Newlands held that so far as 


Porto Rico was concerned, it would 
not be long, in any event, whatever 
present objections there might be in 
the dominant party to that course, be- 
fore freedom of trade would be estab- 
lished between Forto Rico and the 
United States. 
He eaid he believed 


that the settlement of the constitutional 
question raised by the bill would not 
be long delayed. He believed that B 
discriminating tariff was unconstitu- 
tional, and would exist only temporar- 
ily. 
Indeed, he believed each an un- 


just condition of trade would last but 
a short time, even if it were constitu- 
tional, because policy and expediency 
enlightened self-interest, that govern- 
ing policy of enlightened 
nations, 


would forbid the continued existence 
of a state of affairo that could have but 
one result—the creation of unrest and 
dissatisfaction among the people who 
suffer by the discriminations. He be- 
lieved the sense of justice of the people 
of the United States would lead to the 
repeal of this contemplated law if it 
was written on the statute books. 


Mr. Newlands warned the Repu bllo- 


ans that the proposed inequality of the 
laws they proposed to establish would 
make the government of Porto Rico 
vastly more difficult than now seems 
to be the case. He declared with greet 
impressiveness that whether these isl-

Not any 
thlug was said by these worshipers o 
royalty and the English system o 
aristocracy until the fortunes of wa 
declared in favor of John over tb 
water. Not anything was said tha 
would lead to a conclusion tha1; th 
imperialist press was silently waitin 
for an opportunity favored by an im 
perial success, to voice in song th 
praises of imperial government and it 
methods. 


A songbt-for condition unfavorabl 


to Boer success has come, and th 
opportunity is improved to hurl slur 
and falsehoods against the Burghers 
It is now discerned that the Boer 
have conquered the land they live i; 
from the black people in Africa, whic 
should not be mentioned by an imper 
ialist, as it is true that the territor 
now called United States wasi con 
quered from the red man.
